Murder. 

De Quincey wrote an csaay, and a very 
good one, upon “Murder Considered as a 
Fine Art.” It he bad lived in our day and 
country he might bave written another 
upon “Murder as a Modern 
Accomplishment." The suggestions in 
either case, and the illustrations by which 
they might be adorned, are obvious to the 
most casual reader of the newspapers, te 
say nothing of those who study what Mr 
Lecky calls “the ethics of mansiaying.” 

We bave just now in every part of the 
country an epidemic of murder. We do 
not mean the ordinary sort of murder done 
by professional murderers, but murder “of 
the first degree,” aristocratic murder, tash- 
ijonable murder, high-spirited and gentle- 
manly murder, committed in the open 
street and at midday by people who claim 
to be respectable and who justity their pro- 
ceeding chiefly on account of its shame- 
lessness. O1 this species of murder we 
have daily accounts; and, lightly as the 
murderers themselves seem to consider it 
and plausibly as the triends of the murder- 
ers pretend to explain it, there can be no 
doubt that it is the most dangerous of all 
the kinds and conditions of murder which 
disgrace the record of our civilization. 
Murder of the common sort, perpetrated 
by ruffians, is not only rare by companson 
(because it is promptly and surely pun- 
ished), but it cannot involve, trom its very 
wuature, such consequences as the murder 
we speak of, which is done almost with 
impunity because the likelihood of punish- 
ment is fessMppalling, and the perpetrat. 
ors, baving plenty of triends and putting 
forward what they claim as a pretext, 
think they will have at least an even 
chance of escape. And such is the tact. 
liuman life among us is vaMed at such low 
account; the laws which are made to pro- 
tect the law-abiding and to punish the vio- 
lators of the law are so carclessly entorced 
where money and influence are concerned; 
and public opinion is so governed by 
whimsical prejudices and local and per- 
sonal feelings instead of fixed principles ot 
justice and law, that the conviction of any- 
body but a poor creature who has neither 
friends nor means is an anomaly to our 
courts. Yet the most brutal, the most cow. 
irdly and the most useless murders are 
done every day by mea hokling good 
places in society. We read the details, we 
sadder at the crime, and the next thing 
we hear is a verdict of “justifiable bomi- 
or a plain piece of judicial perjury, 
cone by twelve en at the instance of the 
“aie sort ol mistaken teeling which caused 
the murder, and expressed 
words “not guilty.” :
